It is now certain that President John- 


,' son will not appoint Rabinowitz again. But 


it is extremely important for the admin- 
istration of federal justice in this state 
that the post be filled immediately, and 
with a candidate who has sufficient sta- 
ture to command the respect of the Sen- 
ate. 


Apparently the problem is that there 


are two Democratic attorneys extremely 
interested in the appointment, former Gov- 
ernor John Reynolds and Attorney James 
Doyle of Madison. Senator Nelson side- 
stepped a choice between the two and 
recommended them both for the job.

President Johnson said that to a large 


extent today the state of the union depends 
upon the state of the world. But while he 
dealt at length and in considerable detail 
with his massive domestic legislative pro- 
gram, he gave little attention to how the 
United States is to face the challenges of 
world problems. 


There was in the President's mien and 


attitude an obvious effort to appear firm 
and determined but fatherly toward the 
other peoples of the world. His was clearly 
the position of the parent, kindly but re- 
quiring certain standards of behavior. 
Probably the strongest item from this point 
of view was the President's obvious under- 
standing that freedom must be defended 
and his clear intention to defend it. 


The President's invitation to the "lead- 


ers" of Russia, whoever they may be, to 
visit this country came as something of a 
surprise. He suggested more open tele- 
vision viewing between the two nations 
and there was even the hint that he might 
consider a visit to Russia himself if there 
was a reciprocal invitation. 


There was also a philosophic touch that 


may explain in part why the Democrats so 
badly defeated the Republicans last No- 
vember. Although President Johnson is 
anything but an accomplished speaker, 
when he spoke of the ability of the Amer- 
ican people to meet challenges both at 
home and abroad because they are restless, 
free, growing and full of hope," he pin- 
pointed characteristics that are and have 


Now the State Bar of Wisconsin has

The emphasis of the President upon 


domestic programs and the bare skimming 
of the foreign problems we face gave the 
impression that President Johnson does not 
consider the various upheavals in the world 
today as very serious. He may be right; 
there is no major war nor even the immi- 
nent threat of one. 


And yet the avoidance of coming to 


grips with the foreign issues may also be 
the result of confusion over exactly what 
to do. There was no pattern given for win- 
ning the war in Viet Nam although the 
President said "we will not, break" the 
pledge we made ten years ago to help 
against Communist aggression. There was 
no discussion of how we are to fulfill Secre- 
tary Rusk's earlier promise that we would 
hold the Congolese rebels responsible for 
atrocities against Americans. And while 
the lure of increased trade with the East- 
ern European satellites as well as the So- 
viet Union—sort of a reward to the "good" 
Communist countries—may serve to help 
split the Communist empire, it is unlikely 
that it will have much effect upon the 
emerging societies of Africa and Asia. 


If the State of the Union address sets 


the tenor for the President's plans. w« 
must assume that our major role in w,orld 
affairs is to set an example of stability, 
progress and a new awareness of the 
responsibility of our freedom to the other 
people of the world. And perhaps this is 
the best road to take. 


New Look at the Farm Problem 


President Johnson made only a brief 


reference in his State of the Union address 
to what is certainly one of the major con- 
tinuing problems of a domestic nature in 
the nation. He had, said the President, in- 
structed Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
Freeman to "lead a major effort to find 
new approaches to reduce the heavy cost 
of our farm program and to direct more 
of our effort to the small farmer who needs 
help most." 


And yet. in an article in a current issue 


of Saturday Review, Kermit Gordon, di- 
rector of the Bureau of the Budget and a 
former member of the Council of Economic 
Advisors, points out that it may be that 
help to these smaller farmers should be 
of a welfare nature rather than part of 
an agricultural program. 


Gordon points out that the aim of our 


agricultural subsidies, adopted in the 30's, 
was as "a relief measure designed to pre- 
vent the literal collapse of the farm econ- 
omy." 
During World War II and the Kor- 


ean conflict, they acted as a stimulus for 
needed production increases. 


But sincp the end of the Korean War. 


the subsidies have been "used primarily 
to counteract the price-and-income depress- 
ing effects of the increase in farm produc- 
tivity." an effort to keep farm incomes 
somewhat comparable to those in other 
fields of labor and business. 


Gordon then points out what the revo- 


lution in farm technology has done to farm- 
ing. Of some 31? million farms in the na- 
tion in 1963. one million had cash receipts 
of over S10.000 but these more prosperous 
farms provided 80 per cent of the sales of 
farm products. And Gordon figures that 
80 per cent of the federal assistance goes 


to those million farmers while the remain- 
ing 20 per cent goes to the farmers who 
are really in serious financial straits. 


Statistics do not tell the whole story 


including how many in the lower income 
brackets are part-time farmers. But as Gor- 
don says, the farms which produce most of 
our produce are not in "the lowest one- 
third of the nation's income distribution. 
Most are successful business firms." Con- 
tinued subsidies on the present scale may 
be important to the economy of the suc- 
cessful farmers—and certainly they will so 
claim. But it can't be argued that our farm 
subsidies do much for the poverty-stricken 
farmers. Instead, as Gordon suggests, any 
federal assistance to them should involve 
the "painful transition to nonfarm jobs." 


Meanwhile our reclamation program 


seeks still to develop arid lands of the West 
for agricultural purposes—although agri- 
cultural surplus is one of our major prob- 
lems. And although the crops raised 
through subsidized irrigation projects may 
not always be the same as those the gov- 
ernment tries to limit through payments 
for non-growing, "increased production ol 
one crop tends to aggravate the surplus 
situation of other crops." 


Every president and Congress for the 


last several decades has sought to make 
sense of the agricultural subsidies which 
have grown like Topsy and appear about 
as confused. We don't expect President 
Johnson to make the program sound and 
sensible and fair to all. But the point of 
viev of Mr. Gordon about the changing 
nature of farming in the United States to- 
day we certainly hope will be seriously 
considered by Mr. Freeman and the Con- 
gress.

honesty, consistency

self-defense, to impugn his mo- 
tives and seek for some subtle 
ulterior ones instead. 


The point I am making is 


not that Sartre is right or 
wrong in refusing the prize, or 
even that his reasons 
are 


valid or invalid; it is simply 
that hardly one man in a 
million is prepared to live 
fully up to his professed creed 
when so powerful an induce- 
ment as this award comes 
along—especially since, as he 
regretfully 
pointed out. he 


could have used the money to 
advance the organizations and 
movements he considers im- 
portant. 


When 
confronted 
by this 


sort of behavior — exemplify- 
ing a morality and an inner 
coherence we pay lip-service 
lo but do not follow—it be- 
comes terribly necessary for 
us to devalue such behavior 
down to our own level This is 
why we on the panel were so 
ready (o chalk up Sartre's 
refusal to riches, or publicity, 
or 
psycbopalbolocy. or his 


socialist 
sympathies. These 


things we can understand and 
accept. 


But we cannot really under- 


sland people who act much 
worse, or much better, than 
we would in similar circum- 
stances. For what we call our 
every-day decency is little 
more than a spiritual me-dio- 
crity that can neither sink to 
depths of depravity nor rise to 
heights of nobility.
